THE owner of one of the 
Haverhill area’s biggest fact¬ 
ories, Grampian Foods, has 
agreed to a buy-out, giving 
workers hopes that their jobs 
are secure. 

Dutch food giant Vion signed 
an agreement to acquire Gramp¬ 
ian, one of the UK’s largest food 
processing firms, on Monday 

Scottish firm Grampian took over the 
former Haverhill Meat Products abattoir 
site at Little Wratting, and currently 
employs 900 staff there, from a total of 
2,500 across the country 

Cllr Les Ager, Haverhill mayor, said he 
hoped the new owners would secure the 
jobs of Grampian workers. 

He said: “As long as it is expansion and 
not people losing their jobs it will be a 
good thing. 

“It has been a major employer in the 
Haverhill area ever since the days when 
it was owned by Sainsbury’s, and at one 
time was the most modern abattoir in the 
country 

“I know Grampian has closed places in 
other parts of the country and it is vital 
to Haverhill’s economy that it stays open. 
As long as this means expansion of the 
business it will be a very good thing.” 

Grampian has had a troubled history 
at the Little Wratting site, with warnings 
given at a planning inquiry in 2005 that it 
could close unless planning consent was 
granted to redevelop part of the site for 
housing, which would pay for a new 
factory on the remaining land. 

The company shed 87 jobs in 2006, 
blaming tough competition and over 
-production in the meat industry

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Prison warning after 
rounders bat attack

A MAN has been warned he 
could face a prison sentence for 
attacking his step-brother with 
an 18 -inch rounders bat. 

Christopher Waters, 31, carried out 
the attack at the Dial-A-Pizza premises 
in Haverhill where his step-brother was 
waiting for his food order. 

Magistrates at Bury St Edmunds 
heard there had been “a lot of ani¬ 
mosity” between the two men after Mr 
Oakley and Waters’ ex-girlfriend started 
living together. 

The attack, on June 3, happened while 
Waters was working for the pizza 
business as a delivery driver. 

Mr Oakley was left with bruises on 
his torso and head after the attack, the 
court heard. 

Waters, of Minerva Close, Haverhill, 
admitted causing actual bodily harm, 
having an offensive weapon and causing 
criminal damage to Mr Oakley’s car. 

He was given conditional bail until 
July 10 when he is due to be sentenced. 
The conditions include not going within 
250 metres of Mr Oakley’s home in 
Hundon Place or visiting Dial-A- Pizza. 

He was warned the offences were “so 
serious” that a prison sentence would 
have to be considered. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, said there 
had been long-standing animosity 
between the men and Waters, who had 
been sitting in his car outside the pizza 
business, decided to go in and 
“confront” his step-brother. The attack 
stopped when other staff in the 
business intervened. 

Waters reversed into Mr Oakley’s car 
as he drove off causing around £500 
damage. 

Jenny Carpenter, defence solicitor, 
said Waters was ashamed about the 
“unpleasant incident” and was thankful 
that no lasting injuries had been caused 
to Mr Oakley 

She said Waters’ former partner had 
lived with Mr Oakley for four years. But 
she said the issue for Mr Waters was 
more about the fact that his six-year-old 
son now lived with Mr Oakley and his 
former partner. 

She said that Waters had previously 
felt intimidated by Mr Oakley and had 
been assaulted by him. 

The damage caused to Mr Oakley’s 
car had been reckless rather than 
deliberate, she added.

5,000 mile takeout on Olympic menu 



BANGLADESHI businessmen 
entertaining their national team at 
this year’s Beijing Olympics knew 
just the place to get the food - a 
restaurant in Haverhill. 

That’s despite a 5,000 mile flight 
for their dinner - compared to the 
1,900 mile trip from Bangladesh 
itself. 

But Dulon Miah, owner of the 
Mogul, has garnered worldwide 
fame for serving the stars - flying 
out to feed Hugh Hefner in Los 
Angeles and Daniel Craig in 
Miami. 

And Dulon, who is from 
Bangladesh himself, says his 
curries are better than the ones 
back home anyway. 

Dulon and chef Sunnu Miah will fly 
out at the end of July, having 
already cooked the food in their 
restaurant, based at the 
Woodlands Hotel in the town. 
When they get to China they will 
reheat the meals for a series of 
dinner parties. 


Dulon said: “It’s very exciting 
because it’s the Bangladeshi team 
we’ll be cooking for. 

“Our curries are better than ones 
from Bangladesh because the 
British curry industry is the 
international benchmark. And 
there’s also a food safety issue, 
because chefs in Bangladesh 


don’t have the right qualifications, 
and it would be harder to get food 
into the country.” 

Last year, Dulon flew a £1,900 
takeaway to California for an ice 
cream company boss. He has also 
cooked for Blue Peter's Anthea 
Turner, comedian Griff Rhys Jones 
and Linda Bravo of Baywatch.

Last April staff voted in favour of 
strike action in a pay and pension 
dispute, but this was postponed for 
talks with AC AS. 

A statement from Vion said the 
acquisition will strengthen its position 
in the UK, where it has successful oper¬ 
ations in the fresh pork, bacon and 
sausage markets. 

Daan van Doom, chairman of the 
Vion, said: “At the heart of our 
business is a passion for better food 
and Grampian is key to developing this 
strategy. 

“The combined group will become a 
major player in the UK food industry.” 

Vion, Europe’s largest food producer, 
has its roots in the agricultural and 
meat sectors in Holland, Germany and 
the UK. 

A spokesman for Vion said it was 
now awaiting a decision from the comp¬ 
etition authority in Brussels and hoped 
to gain approval for the acquisition of 
Grampian within the next few months. 

The spokesman said: “Vion is comm¬ 
itted to significant investment in 
Grampian to fulfil both customers’ and 
consumers’ expectations. 

“It is a business we will run in the 
UK with a UK management team. It is 
very early days and we will be drawing 
up plans for individual sites in the 
future, but we see it as a very positive 
move.” 

Vion has an annual turnover of more 
than 7.1 billion Euros and employs 
18,000 people worldwide, with its head 
office in Son en Breugel, the Nether¬ 
lands.

T 'his week’s 
news that the 
number of 
British soldiers killed 
in Afghanistan has 
reached 106 has hit 
a Haverhill family 
particularly hard, as 
their young son and 
brother is involved in 
fierce fighting on the 
frontline. 

Aaron Carr, 20, is serving 
with the 3rd Battalion of 
the Parachute Regiment, 
based at Kandahar 
airfield. He was 
previously based at 
Colchester Garrison 
alongside the three 
young soldiers from 2 
Para whose deaths last 
week took the number of 
soldiers killed in the 
country to a horrific 100. 
Six soldiers have since 
died, including the first 
woman soldier killed in 
the country. 

Although desperately 
worried about Aaron, his 
parents Andy and 
Marion, younger sister 
Emily, 14, Kimberley and 
Kevin, both 26, are very 
proud of him. 

Aaron joined the Paras in 
October 2006 and was 
sent to Colchester 
Garrison last September 
where he finished his 
training and left for a six- 
month posting in 
Afghanistan in March. On 
arrival he discovered his 



tour had been extended 
to seven months. 

He is due home for 10 
days on Monday, but in 
the meantime is involved 
in the same intensive 
campaign to oust Taliban 
forces from their 
mountain strongholds as 
the three latest soldiers 
killed were. 

Marion said: “We have 
always known what 
danger he was in, but 
this latest milestone of 
100 soldiers killed has 
really brought it home to 
us. 

“It is hard to watch the 
television coverage 
about it, but it would 
seem disrespectful to 
him and all the other 
soldiers not to. The 
soldiers who were killed 
were younger than him, 
he may well have met 
them. 

“You are just listening all 
the time for the 
casualties and hoping he 
is OK. 

“He believes in what he 
is doing out there and I 
think the ordinary people 
appreciate what they are 
trying to achieve, but 
they live in fear of the 
Taliban.

“He is fighting for 
ordinary people out there 
to have the kind of life 
that we all take for 
granted. We would just 
like people in the town to 
know what Aaron and a 
lot of others from 
Haverhill are fighting for, 
so that people get 
behind them. 

“I would like to see some 
kind of roll of honour for 
those from the town who 
have served in 
Afghanistan and 
elsewhere.” 

Andy said: “It is not just 
Aaron, we could 
probably name at least a 
dozen others from the 
town who are out there 
or have been. Our hearts 
go out to all the families 
of soldiers serving out 
there. 

“He is right on the 
frontline, involved in very 
heavy fighting and they 
actually went into a place 
called the Valley of 
Certain Death. 

“Although he is very 
young, they are well 
trained and with other 
more experienced 
soldiers out there. It is a 
huge base with sections 
or different nationalities. 
We are very proud of him 
and of all the soldiers out 
there.”

A WISH LIST of facilities people 
would like to see in a new 
Haverhill health clinic is already 
being drawn up - and more 
suggestions are invited from the 
public. 

A locality group set up to help develop 
the GP-led walk-in health centre has met 
for a second time and considered 
suggestions from members of the public 
for the types of services that could be 
provided there. The centre is set to open 
from 8am-8pm, seven days a week from 
next April. 

Julian Herbert, deputy chief executive 
of Suffolk Primary Care Trust (PCT), 
said: “We’re very grateful to those 
members of the public who have already 
taken the time and trouble to suggest 
services they would like to see at the new 
health centre. 

“We’ve had many suggestions, in¬ 
cluding podiatry, a diabetes clinic, a 
Parkinson’s disease clinic and substance 
misuse services, but we still want to hear 
more. Members of the public have until 
Friday, July 11, to let us have their ideas. 

“After that, the PCT’s public health 
team will assess all the suggestions so 
that we can be confident that when the 
centre opens early next year it will 
address the needs of the people of 
Haverhill and the surrounding area in 
the most effective way” 

Local GPs and other primary care 
providers have already expressed an 
interest in running services at the clinic, 
which will include walk-in services, such 
as a minor injuries clinic.

Massive increase in cannabis seizures 


AN 181 per cent rise in police 
seizures of cannabis in Suff¬ 
olk shows that the Govern¬ 
ment was wrong to down¬ 
grade the drug, according to 
a Suffolk ME 

The alarming increase in 
seizures since 2001 was 


revealed in data released by 
the Home Office in response 
to a Parliamentary question 
asked by Haverhill’s MP, 
Richard Spring. 

The statistics show that in 
2001 there were 420 cannabis 
seizures in Suffolk, comp¬ 


ared to 1,181 in 2005 - a 181 
per cent rise. 

Mr Spring said: “These 
figures are further proof that 
the Government was wrong 
to downgrade cannabis. I 
support the recent decision 
to belatedly reclassify cann¬ 


abis as a Class B drug. But 
for many it will be too late. 

Thousands of young 
people will have become 
addicted to cannabis unnec¬ 
essarily, and in due course 
will end up on hard drugs or 
in hospital.”

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Super clinics will not affect 
surgeries, say health chiefs

POLYCLINICS will not be 
coming to Cambridgeshire 
and the county’s small GP 
surgeries are safe, say health 
bosses. 

A national storm is brewing over 
super-size surgeries, with more than 
a million people signing a British 
Medical Association (BMA) petition 
against polyclinics as the Con¬ 
servatives accuse Labour of aiming 
to introduce them across the country. 

But Cambridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) says the county’s major 
new surgery, to be located in St Neots 
and opening from 8am to 8pm every 
day, is a GP-led health centre which 
will not affect existing surgeries. 

Dr Dennis Cox, chairman of the 
PCT’s professional executive comm¬ 
ittee and a GP at the Cambridge 
Access Centre, said: “I cannot see 
that a small health centre with 
maybe two or three doctors working 
in it is a threat to patients in Ely, 
Littleport, St Ives and Cambridge. 

“We need all the GP surgeries we 
have got. We have no interest what¬ 
soever in closing surgeries down.” 

The contract to run the St Neots 
health centre will be put out to 
tender by the PCT, which will follow 
Department of Health guidelines 
and invite bids from NHS providers, 


GP consortia and the private sector. 
Defenders of polyclinics say they are 
purely a solution for London. 

Lord Darzi, the health minister, 
has called for a network of 150 
polyclinics across the capital to 
provide services, such as X-rays and 
scans, normally available only in 
hospitals. 

Labour says the GP-led health 
centres it has ordered every PCT to 


build are not polyclinics, as they will 
not offer the same range of services. 

But the Conservatives believe the 
polyclinic experiment will be rolled 
out nationwide. They claim if that 
happens, the average distance people 
in Cambridge will have to travel to 
see a GP will increase from 0.6 miles 
to 2 miles. 

Andrew Lansley, MP for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire South and shadow 


health secretary, said: “The average 
distance people will have to travel to 
see their local doctor could rise to 
three miles - in some rural areas it 
might be even further.” 

But Dr Cox believes centres like 
the one in St Neots, which will 
combine a permanent list of 2,500 
patients with a walk-in option for 
others, will not affect other GP 
surgeries. He said: “People can still 
remain registered with their 
existing doctor.” 

Councillor Geoff Heathcock, 
Liberal Democrat spokesman for 
health on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, thinks the polyclinic row 
involves both political point-scoring 
and justified concerns. 

He said: “The Tories cannot have it 
both ways. They have consistently 
said they want to see more private 
sector involvement in the NHS. 
Polyclinics are the 2008 version of 
what the Tories would like to see 
elsewhere in the NHS. 

“But in a predominantly rural 
area, we have got to be extremely 
vigilant that small GP practices are 
not forced out by stealth. I would not 
be convinced that just because at the 
moment we have not heard poly¬ 
clinics mentioned in Cambridge¬ 
shire, we won’t see them coming 
forward in a year or two. 

“The Government wants more of 
these health centres and wants the 
private sector to be more involved.” 


Recycling 
options to 
be studied 

THE amount of “hard- 
to-recycle” waste going 
to landfill or being fly- 
tipped could be reduced 
if a study can identify 
new recycling options. 

The East of England 
Regional Assembly 
(EERA) has commiss¬ 
ioned Valpak, a pack¬ 
aging and waste con¬ 
sultancy, to look at why 
some materials are 
difficult to recycle. The 
study will look at plast¬ 
erboard, carpet, and 
electrical and elect¬ 
ronic equipment. 

It aims to examine 
the viability for recycl¬ 
ing each material, 
identify gaps in recycl¬ 
ing capacity, and asc¬ 
ertain the quantity of 
the hard-to-recycle mat¬ 
erials. More than 61 per 
cent of waste went to 
landfill last year. 

Cllr Derrick Ashley, 
chairman of EERA’s 
regional planning pan¬ 
el, said: “We have ach¬ 
ieved a great deal, 
exceeding Government 
recycling targets in 
Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Cambridgeshire, but 
more still needs to be 
done. 

“There needs to be a 
better understanding of 
what can be recycled 
and the means to 
recycle it.”

A CHORAL concert of Music 
for a Summer’s Evening at 
the Haverhill Arts Centre on 
Sunday brought to a close 
the first weekend of the 
town’s annual arts festival. 
The concert marked the 50th 
anniversary of the death of the 
English composer Ralph Vaughan- 
Williams. 

The Haverhill Choral Society, 
conducted by Jane Wright, sang a 
varied programme of music 
spanning England’s rich heritage of 
vocal composition - from the 
Renaissance to the Beatles and 
Andrew Lloyd-Webber, including a 
rarely-performed cantata by 
Vaughan-Williams. 

In her words of welcome the 
conductor, an experienced solo and 
choral singer/director, and head of 
music at Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College, paid tribute to 
the significance of Vaughan- 
Williams as a composer. 

The evening began with two 
contrasting unaccompanied English 
madrigals. The first, Bennet’s All 
Creatures Now was jolly and fast, 
and the second, the well-known 
The Silver Swan by Orlando 
Gibbons, was slow and sustained. 
The lower parts needed to tone

down in the Bennet piece to allow 
the two interweaving soprano parts 
to be more clearly heard, but the 
choir achieved a good balance 
between the voices and very well- 
controlled quiet singing in The Silver 
Swan. 

The next few pieces had piano 
accompaniment ably played by 
Edward Dodge, himself conductor 
of the choir until 2002. There was 
good ensemble in the Beatles’ 

Here, There and Everywhere, and 
also in Cullen’s enjoyable 
arrangement of Skimbleshanks 
from the Lloyd-Webber musical, 
Cats. There was excellent diction 
too, coming over better here than in 
the following lively Gilbert and 
Sullivan number, Try We Lifelong 
from The Gondoliers. A perky 
unaccompanied arrangement of 
Frog Went a-Courtin ’ followed, the 
different parts taking turns with the 
melody lines in a well-executed 
performance. The first half ended 
with a piano arrangement of The 
Merry Widow Waltz by Lehar 
performed, with an infectious swing, 
good balance between parts, some 
lovely cantabile singing, and again 
good diction. 


The second half featured mainly 
Vaughan-Williams, but began with 
another choral gem, Stanford’s 
magical arrangement of The 
Bluebird. Kate Hibbert’s beautiful 
solo soprano line soared effectively 
over the well-blended choral 
accompaniment. 

Next came Vaughan-William’s part 
song Linden Lea, an impressive 
performance sung from memory. 
This was the one item where the 
choir really got their heads out of 
their copies, and what a difference 
that makes from the audience’s 
point of view. 

The evening finished with Vaughan- 
Williams’ little-known cantata, In 
Windsor Forest, which appeared in 
1929, re-modelled with piano 
accompaniment from the opera Sir 
John In Love. The five movements 
are very varied in character, the 
ladies and men each getting their 
own number - the ladies slightly 
less confident here but the men 
delivering theirs with gusto. 

It was a rare privilege to hear this 
work performed, especially since, 
as Jane explained, there is no 
current recording available, and the 
rest of the programme was well- 
chosen to provide the audience 
with a most enjoyable evening of 
music.

Leverett holds 
on to clinch 
glory at worlds 

HAVERHILL-BASED Barbara Leverett 
played her part in a Cambridge Triathlon 
Club gold double at the World Triathlon 
Championships in Vancouver. 
Representing Great Britain, Leverett 
ended up racing a duathlon in the 
women’s 60-to-64 years class after the 
swimming leg was cancelled due to sea 
temperatures falling below safe levels. 

A 3km run replaced the swim and she 
was fifth going into the transition before a 
storming bike ride of 1 hr lOmin 16sec 
over 40km took her to the front. 

Despite being chased down by 
Canadian Laurie Murray over the 10km 
run, Leverett held her off to win by 13 
seconds. 

Club-mate Juliet Vickery topped the 
podium in the women’s 45-to-49 
age group. 

Vickery came through the swimming 
stage in 15th spot, but made up 10 
places in the 40km bike ride to go into 
the 10km run 90 seconds behind the 
leader. But with running being her 
strongest discipline, she completed the 
distance in just over 39 minutes to cross 
the line first, 45 seconds clear of the rest 
of the field. 

It completed a fine double for Vickery 
after she took gold in the same age 
category at the European Championships 
last month. 
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
